LONDON, June 17.—On the battle 
front south of Ypres, in Flanders, 
British troops mnde additional gains 
yesterday and took some more prison- 
ers, British headquarters announced 
last night. Fighting occurred during 
the day, the statement adds, northwest 
of Bullecourt, where the Britsh made 
an advance Friday. The statement 
reads: 

“During the day fighting has again 
taken place in a sector of the Hinden- 
burg line northwest of Bullecourt. 

“Our troops have made progress 
and captured further prisoners on the 
battlefront south of Ypres. 

“The artillery activity on both sides 
has continued at Intervals throughout 
the day, 

“Particularly successful work was 
done by our airplanes yesterday both 
in co-operation with our artillery and 
in reconnaissance work and bombing 
raids. Many air fights took place in 
which large numbers of machines were 
engaged. Six German airplanes were 
brought down and ten other enemy 
machines were driven down out of 
control. Our losses were one ma- 
chine missing.”

PETROGRAD, via London, June 17. 
—Fresh attempts by the Germans to 
conclude peace with Russia have been 
exposed with the result that the ex- 
pulsion from Russia has been ordered 
of a prominent socialist international- 
ist, a citizen of Switzerland, Robert 
irimm, Two days ago the provisional 
government received from a reliable 
source a copy of a despatch addressed 
by Hoffman, a member of the Swiss 
Federal Council, to Grimm, 

Apart from the separate peace of- 
fer contained in the despatch, Hoff- 
man reported that Germany and her 
allies were willing. The provisional 
government apparently was informed 
that this despatch had been handed 
to Grimm by the Swiss minister at 
Petrograd, (he government request- 
ed the socialist members of the cab- 
inet, M, Tseretelli and M, Skobeleffe, 
to demand explanations from Grimm, 
who was their colleague, inasmuch 
although a foreigner he was begin- 
ning to play a prominent role in Pet- 
rograd as the mouthpiece of the In- 
ternational Pacific propaganda, 

An official statement issued yester- 
day declares that Grimm denied to 
the cabinet members that the Swiss 
minister had transmitted to him such 
a despatch denouncing the whole af- 
fair as a clumsy German manoeuvre 
Grimm added that when at Berne and 
Stockholm he had refused to enter in- 
to any such negotiations and that as 
a socialist he refused to let himself 
be made the instrument of imperial- 
istic plans.

" IN- CANADA? 


Since it hecame definitely known 
that gambling on race tracks was to 
stop until after the war, many of those 
interested in the turf have expressed 
the belief that a system of oral betting 
will be inaugurated on the tracks af- 
ter the pari-mutuels are prohibited, 
The oral system is employed on fhe 
New York tracks, but its adoption 
here is a question. 

The tracks would dcrive no revenue 
therefrom, and it is extremely doubtful 
if any tracks could exist off th gate 
receipts alone.

The reason it 
gets by in New York is because tho 
admission charge is 3, whereas it is 
enly $1.50 on the larger tracks in 
Canada, and less on the hiaf milers, 
and they get much larger crowds at 
the meetings in New York.

D. Green, 
M.A., and Percy D, Clay were asked 
whether the Colonel, having brought 
the colors of the battalion, could de- 
posit them in the sanctuary.

In Drowning Of Little 
Jimmy Seeley. 


Jimmie Seeley,  ‘iine-and-a-half 
years old, one of a merry little party 
of boy picnickers at White Mud 
creek on Saturday afternoon, went in 
for a last dip before returning home 
and failed to rise to the surface again. 

The party was made up of the boys’ 
class from the Bonnie Doon Baptist 
church, in charge of the Rev. W. M. 
Armstrong, and tliat gentleman as 
soon as he Was informed by tho other 
lads of what had happened, immedt- 
ately went into the water but fal'ed to 
locate the lad. Ho was, hovvever, 
found by G. Gribble, who with W. 
Foulds, was fishing near the Junction 
of the creek and tho river. Gribble 
went fn at once as soon as he learned 
that help was needed and in about a 
minute had located the boy, who was 
being held down by some brush under 
the water, which was about seven feet 
deep at the spot, They endeavored to 
restore life by artificial respiration, 
but the lad was too far gone and their 
efforts proved of no ‘vail, 

Cramp Seizure 

The police, an undertaker and 
parents were notified and the body 
was removed to Taylor's undertaking 
parlors where during the evening it 
was examinedsby the coroner, Dr.

Men Who Refused To Take Off Their Hats To ‘‘God Save The King’’ 

Treated—Resolution Advocating Oonscription Put 
Unanimously—Walter Mark Arrested Charged With 
Failing To Pay Proper Respect To The National Anthem. 


As the audience began to leave the 
building there rose a cry for. “God 
Save the King," 

Refused to Doff Hata 

Someone started the music and 
about half-a-verse had been sung 
when the crowd began to surge and 
shout and press towards some figures 
moving In the aisle towards the door, 
Some of the audience refused to sing 
or take off their hats. There was a 
vision of excited faces, fists moving, 
and two figuros coming down the aisle, 
Striking out .madly at all tn front. 

Tho confusion rapidly assumed the 
proportions of a riot. The soldiers 
were determined that everyone In the 
house should take off their hats and 
join in singing the national anthem, 
and the little handful of Soctalista who 
at first refused to do so were roughly 
handled. In the end they all com- 
plied and not a hat was visible. 

Conscription Vote Passed. 

A big sergeant major proposed a 
resolution endorsing conscription. No 
one was heard to second tt, but it waa 
passed unanimously. Not a hostile 
vote was heard and the conscription 
resolution, passed by what was meant 
to be a Socialist meeting was sent last 
night to Ottawa, 


An Arrest 

Then ther was a wild rush to ths 
door, and when the street was reached 
It was seen tho Constable Maloy, of 
the city police, and Sergeant Nejlans, 
vice-president of the Great War Vet- 
erans’ association, had selzed and were 
holding a man. 

“He stuck a hat pin into a woman,” 
said a youth, as the crowd moved off 
towards the police station. 

There was great excitement as the 
streets were traversed, but it ended at 
the station, where Sergeant Nellans 
laid « charge against tho man, who 
said that his name was Walter Mark, 
for creating a disturbance, and refus- 
ing to pay deference to the National 
Anthem,

London, June 16.-—Under the head- 
ing, “Curtain Has Fallen on Spain,’ 


the Evening Standard comments that 
for three days no cablegrams or tele- 
grams from pain have been received 
in this country. The latest letters de- 
livered in London are dated June 9, 
Intense speculation as to what is hap- 
pening has been aroused, The Even- 
ing Standard says it was informed at 
the Spanish cnbassy yesterday that 
Senor Merry de! Val had received no 
news bearing on the situation, There 
was a disposition in Spanish diplomat- 
{ce circles to discount reports of the ex- 
istence of a revolutionary movement. 
This view, however, is not shared by 
the heads of big English business in- 
terests in Spain. 
Army and Government, 

“The question at issue goes to the 
very roots of national life,” said a 
high diplomatic authority. “The 
movement fs cistinctly between the 
army and government. Since the 
Morrocan campaign, there has been 
trouble with tho infantry officers, who 
repeatedly put forward demands for 
reform. Tho dissatisfaction has in- 
creased rather than diminished. On 
top of that has come grave economic 
unrest in Barcelona, Bilbao, Madrid, 
Cadiz and other impertant centres. 
The greatest centre of unrest is un- 
doubtedly Barcelona, where effective 
power: has undoubtedly passed from 
the civil authorities. Now there is 
the strongest reason for stating that 
the Madrid garrison is actively sup- 
porting the infantry committee in de- 
manding drastic and immediate mill- 
tary reform.” 

The Times prints a special dispatch 
dated Madrid, June 6, which tells how 
Gen. Alfau had been deputated to 
suppress the infantry union commit- 
tee of defense before they became too 
popular with the army.

IT PAYS. 

He and his Nationalist col- 
leagues having attained positions 
in the Dominion Government by 
talking sedition, Hon. Mr. Sevigny 
naturally thinks that the proper 
way to treat a sedition-monger is 
to put him on the pay-roll. His 
latest adaption of this policy is 
the appointment to a civil service 
job of a gentleman who had béen 
publishing in his paper articles 
tending to hinder recruiting in 
Quebec. As that sort of thing is 
shown to be the way to get on the 
pay-sheet, it is to be expected that 
all the job-hunters in Mr, Sevi- 
gny’s bailiwick, the whole pro- 
vince of Quebee, will forthwith 
begin spouting sedition. 


AN ABSOLUTE FAILURE. 


The wheat area sown in Canada 
is given officially as four per cent. 
greater than the area harvested 
last year. That is not by any 
means a large increase; consider- 
ing the world’s scarcity of food 
and the certainty of a prolonged 
war, it is altogether a-disappoint- 
ingly small increase. There has 
been a fall-down somewhere, and 
the whereabouts of it is by no 
means obscure. The thousands of 
men who were drawn into the 
army from the farms have not 
been replaced on the farms by 
men who could and should have 
been weeded out of unnecessary 
or less necessary occupations. 
That the National Service system 
was supposed to do, but has not 
done. It has not even cleared the 
idlers out of the pool rooms. 


INVITING TROUBLE, 


The Department of Labor calcu- 
lations for the month of May con- 
firm the general experience that 
the cost of living is still climbing. 
The Department report notes a 
gleam of hope inthe fact that 
wages also tend to go upward. 
But the trouble is that while the 
cost of living goes up like a bal- 
loon the scale of wages goes up 
about as fast as a boy up a greasy 
pole. If the Government will do 
nothing to stop the growing cost 
of living, and to bring it down to 
where it should be, the wage-earn- 
ers will be forced pretty soon to 
take matters into their own hands 
and compel a boost in pay all 
round to a level that will revolu- 
tionize all the current traditions 
and conditions of industry and 
trade in Canada. One way or the 
other, there must be a new deal. 
The present trend of things cannot 
go on, and to simply let it go 
on is inviting trouble.

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TAXATION PREFERABLE

In the country immediately 
west and north of the city alone, 
four local improvement districts 
have already decided to exercise 
the powers conferred by the Pat- 
riotic Fund Tax Act passed at the 
recent ression of the Legislature, 
and will raise their contributions 
to the Fund by a tax levy instead 
of by voluntary subscriptions. It 
is altogether probable that as 
time passes the advantages of 
raising the contributions by tax 
will become more generally recog- 
nized and the practice more wide- 
ly adopted by municipalities and 
local improvement districts. It 
would not be strange if by the end 
of the year the raising of money 
for the Fund has in rural parts 
at least been changed generally 
from the voluntary system to a 
taxation basis: *That is the basis 
on which it should have been from 
the start, and the sooner it is so 
established the more easily and 
quickly will the contributions be 
raised and the more evenly will 
the burden be imposed. 


THE DIFFERENCE. 

Some of Sir Robert Borden’s 
newspaper admirers have been 
trying to represent Dr. Michael 
Clark, Liberal member of Parlia- 
ment for Red Deer, as a supporter 
of that sort of compulsion. In a 
speech at Toronto a week ago Dr, 
Clark stated plainly the sort of 
compulsion he stands for in these 
words: ‘‘The conscription I be- 
‘‘lieve in is the organization and 
“mobilization of everything of 
‘‘man-power, material power and 
‘money power in this Dominion 
‘fof Canada.’’ As between selec- 
tive conscription for recruiting 
purposes only and not raising re- 
eruits at all, Dr. Clark undoubted- 
ly prefers selective conscription. 
But there is precisely the differ- 
ence between the sort of compul- 
sory service he stands for and the 
amount of compulsion Sir Robert 
Borden proposes as_ there is be- 
tween levying taxes on everybody 
and levying them only on a selec- 
ted few. The one is real compul- 
sory national service; the other is 
conscription limited—with em- 
phasis on the limited. 


HELPING THE ENEMY. 

If the Russian revolution had 
been planned in Berlin it could 
hardly have been steered along 
lines more favorable to Germany 
than the course it has taken. From 
the first it paralyzed Russia as a 
military factor, relieved the pres- 
sure on the eastern front, and en- 
abled the Central Powers to con- 
centrate their forces against the 
Western Allies. And now the 
provisional Government at Pet- 
yograd is demanding that the 
other Allies bring their war aims 
into alignment with the principle 
that there*shall be no annexation 
of territory and no war indemni- 
ties imposed when peace comes to 
be made. What more could Ger- 
many ask save assurance that the 
Hohenzollern dynasty shall not 
be deposed or replaced by some 
other line equally liable to make 
a future strike for world power?

Soldiers’ and Workmen's Dele- 
gates Only Represent Five Mil- 
lions of: Russia’s 180,000,000 
Population. 


Washington, June 16.—Russia has 


become tha preoccupying question at 
the state department with the ap- 
Proach of the Russian misston to 


Washington, the beginning of negotia- 
tions by the Americin commission to 
Russla, in Petrograd, and the contin- 
ued reiteration of the demand of the 
council of workmen's and soldiers’ 
delegates for a statement of allied 
peace terms, 

Recent renorte indicate that the 
council of soldiers’ and workmen's 
delegates is not so dominating a fac- 
tor as is generiully assumed. It repre- 
sents not over five million people of 
Russia's 180,000,000. The council is 
confined very largely to the indust: lal 
centres, whose voice is always the fi 
heard and the loudest. 

The peasants, according to these re- 
ports, comprise the vast majority of 
the population and have voted over- 
whelmingly ‘n favor of « vigorous 
prosecution of the war. 

The business men of Russia, also, it 
{s pointed out, have recently voted 
practically unanimously through what 
corresponds ‘n Russia to the American 
chamber of conimerce for a vigorous 
prosecution of the war. 

Nevetthelesas, the continued Inaist- 
ence by thea toldiers’ and workmen's 
delegates for a new declaration by the 
allies shows lack of confidence or a 
misunderstanding which it is realized 
must be swent nway before Ruasia can 
present a united front. Despite the 
recent American, British and French 
announcements, this has not as yot 
been done and some means will be 
sought to reach the Russian radical 
on his own ground, 

Great hope is felt that the Root 
mission may find a way by its pres- 
ence on the spot. Every effort has 
been made so far to keep from tring 
the mission's hande by premature or 
binding announcements and to leave 
{t absolutely free to act as circum- 
stances dictat»,
